1. Individual Coverage: Any 
person donating one pint — of 
blood will receive a credit card 
gooq for one year, entitling the 
donor, spouse, minor children, 
parents, parents-in-law, — grand- 
parents, and gtandparents-in-law 
to an unlimited amount of blood 
for one year. 

2. Group Coverage: If 20 per 
cent of a group donates during 
the year, the total group and 
their families as listed in No. 1 
above are eligible for all the 
blood they need during the year.

ing credit, any place in the 
United States, Canada, Puerto

Saved The Best For Last 
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The job of quarterback in foot-! 
ball from Pop Warner to the 
pros, is most demanding. A good 
arm and the ability to run well, 
however, in this era of football 
are only secondary prerequisites. 
More and more emphasis is on 
ability to think under pressure 
and come up with the right play 
at the right time. Not only does 
a good quarterback have to be 
aware of his offensive alignment, 
he must also be able to “read” 
the defense and try to outguess 
defenders . 

Terry Cleary is not the best 
quarterback to don the Panther 
maroon. Hartnell quarterbacks 
find themselves .in fast company 
with the likes of Tony’Teresa in 
1953, Chuck Dillard of the 1952 
Junior Rose Bowl team, and all- 
American Ed Brown, 1949, who 
established quite a reputation 
with the Chicago Bears. 


For most of the 1966 season, 


Cleary was on and off. in his 
passing game but his performance 
against Sierra in the Lettuce Bowl 
was the best by a Panther signal 
caller in many a season. 


@ TERRY CLEARY established 
Lettuce Bowl records for longest 
run from scrimmage (58 yards) 
and total offense (228 yards) by 
one player.

TO TOURNAMENT 


The Hartnell Rick Barrys come 
out of mothballs soon. Taking 
along coach Eq Van Winkle, the 
Panthers journeyed to Bakersfield 
for a two day tournament. To- 
morrow they play the Cuesta 
Cougars at San Luis Obispo. 

In their 1966 debut the Panth- 
ers fell to Merced, 98-70, as Corky 
Haddan scored. 30 points. 

Whenever the Panthers take 
him to a_ basketball game, Ed 
Van Winkle is happy. He is hap- 
py also because he has 6-9 Gregg 
Howard to rebound and to block 
shots from the center position. 

His other players are Bucky 
Harris, Larry Mammen, Gary 
Ketcham, Corky Haddan, Ernie 
Reyes, and Mike Finney. 

Van Winkle received men from 
football. Terry Cleary, Charlie 
Ingram, Louie Owens, Richard 
Smith, and Denis Bossetti have 
been practicing in the Men’s 
Gym. 


Cleary was voted the outstand- 
ing player of the game and there 
were few who could challenge the 
judges’ decision. In leading the 
Panthers to the easy win, Cleary 
gained 136 yards rushing in 14 
attempts and completed five of 
seven passes attempted for 92 
yards and two touchdowns. His 
228 yards of total offense estab- 
lished a new Lettuce Bowl record. 

Because of this finest single 
game performance by a Hartnell 
football player this season, the 
Panther Sentinel salutes Terry 
Cleary as the “Athlete of the

COAST LOOP HONORS 
PANTHER GLADIATORS 


There were some surprises, and 
a few disappointments, but the 
consensus of coaches was that. the 
1966 Coast Conference all-confer- 
ence team was well representative 
of the lop-sided league. As ex- 
pected, Laney, Monterey Penin- 
sula College, and the Hartnell 


Panthers dominated the elite 
squad. 

The Panthers placed five men, 
four on the , offensive squad, 


while Laney added eight, MPC 
six, Solano, Cabrillo, and West 
Valley each contributed one play- 
er to the squad. 

Dave Harris, Ray Smith, Jim 
Girdlestone, Rich Smith and 
Mark Sindel were all named to 
the team from Hartnell. 

Hard hitting end, Dave Harris, 
voted outstanding lineman of the 
Lettuce Bowl game, was honored 
for his fine play. The 205 pound 
Salinas High grad ranked fif- 
teenth in the Coast loop in re- 
ceiving but also proved to be a 
durable blocker. 

When it comes to hitting tac- 
kles, few compare with Hartnell’s 
Ray Smith. Although not real 
big for an offensive tackle, Smith 
puts his 210 pounds to use to 
clear the way for the Panther 
backs. Last season’s “Outstanding 
Lineman” for Hartnell stands a 
good chance of making a repeat 
performance. 

The only Panther to make the 
elite team two years in a row, Jim 
Girdlestone was named to the 
squad as a guard. Last year, the 
200 pound sophomore was picked

One 
of three Salinas high graduates to 
make the team, Sindel was also 
starting center and played some 
defensive end. Sindel joins Rich 
Smith in returning to Hartnell 
next year.. With two all-league 


returnees, the Panther 
look forward to another big year

Richard Smith showed he still 
loves the football. The halfback 
cradled it in his arm 25 times 
and rushed for 132 yards during 
the game. The freshman was the 
Coast Conference’s leading rusher 
with 673 yards in 108 carries and 
was ninth in receiving. He caught 
12 passes for 197 yards in confer- 
ence play. 

Chuck Camy ran for 115 yards. 
The graduate of Salinas High 
School was fifth in conference 
rushing with 457 yards in 73 car- 
ries. Camy caught 9 passes for 
133 yards ang ended conference 
play sixteenth in receiving. 

David Harris, the game’s out- 
standing lineman, caught 2 touch- 
down passes. One pass covered 
18 yards; the other, 8 yards. Har- 
ris busied himself. during the 
game by flattening Sierra Wol- 
verines,

Hartnell scored first on a 12 
yard field goal by Mark Stine- 
baugh and in the second quarter 
on 87 and 75 yard marches al- 
though hampereg by penalties. 

A personal foul occurring near 
midfield enabled the Wolverines 
to keep driving. Sierra quarter- 
back Brooks Mitchell dove 1 yard 
for a touchdown. 

Sierra scored in the third quar- 
ter on a 11, yard pass to Terry 
Rosencrantz. But the Panthers 
got 2 touchdowns in the last 
quarter on 77 and 62 yard drives.
